Mississauga was rocked earlier this 
week by a pair of violent incidents 
that have left local residents in the 
south end stunned. 

32-year old Michael Deabaitua- 
Schulde has been identified as the vic- 
tim in a shooting that occurred 
Monday morning at the Huf Gym 
near Dundas Street East and Cawthra 
Road. 

A suspect was seen fleeing east on 
Dundas Street as police responded 
around 11:20 a.m., while Deabaitua- 


Schulde was pronounced dead at a 
trauma centre a short time later. Two 
nearby daycares, aMini Skool and 
Maya Bee, were under hold-and-se- 
cure orders for much of the day. 

Police also investigated a secondary 
scene, near the BMO branch at Dun- 
das Street East and Tomken Road, in 
relation to the shooting. Officers in- 
vestigated a burnt-out blue Honda 
Civic in the area. 

The homicide was the second in just 
three days, coming after the death of 


54-year-old resident Michael John- 
son, who was stabbed to death late 
Friday evening by his live-in partner, 
48-year-old Mary Ljubanovich, in 
their apartment in the Queen and 
Ann Street area of Port Credit. 

The homicides are the third and 
fourth of the year in the region, fol- 
lowing the death of 11-year-old Riya 
Rajkumar on Feb. 14 and 74-year-old 
Tan Nguyen on Feb. 12.

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Feds ground Boeing Max aircraft as Brampton family mourns

The hammer has dropped 
on an airliner at the centre 
of a deadly crash near 
Ethiopia that claimed the 
lives of 157 people, including 
six Brampton residents, this 
past weekend. 


Federal transport minister 
Marc Garneau announced 
Wednesday evening that 
Canadian airspace would be 
closed off to the Boeing 737 
Max 8 aircraft, following 
similar announcements in 


other countries regarding 
the safety record of the air- 
liner and similarities to a 
crash that occurred last Oc- 
tober in Indonesia, also ona 
737 Max, which claimed the 
lives of 189 people. 
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“This is not conclusive, 
but it is something that 
points possibly in that direc- 
tion,” said Garneau, who 
told journalists in Ottawa 
that a “certain threshold” of 
evidence to the possible 
cause had been crossed. 

The notice means that all 
Boeing 737S operated by 
Canadian airlines - which 
also includes the recently- 
introduced Max 9 - cannot 
fly into, over or out of the 
country. This includes 24 
planes owned by Air 
Canada, 13 by WestJet Air- 
lines and four by Sunwing 
Airlines. "I will not hesitate 
to take swift action should 
we discover any additional 
safety issues," Garneau said. 

The plane crashed six 
minutes after taking off 
from Bole Airport in 
Ethiopia. While investiga- 
tors are reportedly still 
searching for the cause of 
the accident, the black box 
has been recovered. 


The crash claimed the 
lives of 18 Canadians, in- 
cluding Brampton sisters 
Ashka and Anushka Dixit, 
who were with their parents 
and grandparents on along 
with their parents, sister 
and grandparents. 

Ashka, who attended 
Chinguacousy Secondary 
School, and Anushka, who 
attended Centennial Senior 
Public School, were accom- 
panied by 73-year-old Pan- 
nagesh Vaidya, his wife, 
67-year-old Hansini Vaidya, 
67, their daughter, 37-year- 
old Kosha Vaidya, and her 
husband, 45-year-old Prerit 
Dixit. 

In a statement Monday, 
Brampton Mayor Patrick 
Brown expressed his condo- 
lences for the family, sying 
that Global Affairs Canada 
would be assisting them. 

“This is an unbelievably 
tragic situation,” Brown 
said. “Our thoughts and 
prayers are with them dur- 


ing this time.” 

Chinguacousy Secondary 
also expressed condolences 
in a prepared statement, 
saying, “This tragedy has 
brought great sadness to the 
students and staff at (the 
school).” 

Manant Vaidya, brother of 
Kosha Vaidya and the uncle 
of two sisters, told media on 
Monday that the crash was a 
“huge tragedy” and that he 
“doesn’t have anyone else 
right now.” 

"Tam speechless," Manant 
told the CBCon Monday, 
saying the best times of his 
life were with his family. 

The victims of the crash 
hailed from over 30 coun- 
tries, with several Canadi- 
ans counted among the 
total, including 24-year-old 
Danielle Moore from Win- 
nipeg, the Valedictorian for 
the class of 2012 at Francis 
Liberman Catholic High 
School in Scarborough. 


Crombie talks “destiny” as Mississauga mulls amalgamation 


Will Mississauga exit Peel 
Region? 

It will if Mississauga 
Mayor Bonnie Crombie has 
her way, saying that the city 
needs to control its own des- 
tiny and reduce waste and 
duplication in local govern- 
ment. 

Crombie made the com- 
ments last week to the 
Globe & Mail concerning a 
potential split from the re- 
gion, as the province con- 
templates revising the 
decision-making and service 
delivery processes for mu- 
nicipalities and regional 
governments. 

"We have a unique charac- 
ter. We are a distinct city... 
we are not the city of Peel,” 
Crombie said during a coun- 
cil discussion last week re- 
lated to a request for 
comments from the 
province.

Like her predecessor, for- 
mer Mayor Hazel McCallion, 
Crombie has argued for the 
city to go its own separate 
way, saying it shouldn’t have 
to subsidize other munici- 
palities in the region. The 
city previously made a push 
to go independent in the 
previous decade, and are 
currently updating a study 
that claimed significant sav- 
ings for taxpayers. 

Ward g Councillor Pat 
Saito said during the council 
meeting that if the city pres- 
ents a position that advises 
going off on its own, it 
should also make sure a re- 
gional services board is 
present to handle key serv- 
ices such as fire and polic- 
ing. 

"I don't want to mislead 
our residents," said Saito. 
"This is our opportunity to 
have our say on an issue 
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that impacts our members 
directly, and we have to take 
that opportunity." 

It is not yet clear if there 
will be a public consultation 
process, but council will 
have to be united in its view, 
said Ward 5’s Carolyn Par- 
rish. 

"Being a city council is a 
team sport... every so often, 
we have to sink our differ- 
ences and come up with a 
united plan," said Parrish, 
indicating that a clear exec- 
utive summary would be 
important to present to the 
province. "You go for the 
strength of the size of our 
city in the country.” 

Mississauga currently 
boasts a population of more 
than 721,000 _ residents, 
compared to nearly 600,000 
in Brampton and_ over 
66,000 in Caledon. The 
three municipalities have 


comprised Peel Region since 
1974, and the region is re- 
sponsible for many services 
including garbage collec- 
tion, policing, water and 
sewers and some _ social 
services. 

The regional review will 
be led by Special Advisors 
Michael Fenn and Ken Sell- 


ing, who will be assessing 
feedback from cities and 
municipalities through on- 
line consultations, in-person 
meetings and stakeholder 
groups. Their advice and 
recommendations to provin- 
cial municipal affairs minis- 
ter Ken Clark is expected 
later this summer.

Residents in shock after Man sought for making 
homicides

Local reaction to Mon- 
day’s shooting was strong, 
with many commentators 
and online users express- 
ing shock and outrage over 
the incident. 

“(It’s) unbelievable 
what’s happening in our 
own backyards,” said Tara 
Oyler in a comment made 
to Peel Police’s social 
media account. “Used to be 
we heard these ongoing 
stories in the U.S. - wel- 
come to Canada’s gun vio- 
lence.” 

Deabaitua-Schulde was 
identified Monday as a 
“full patch” member of the 
elite Hells Angels Nomads 
chapter, which has under- 
gone a restructuring in the 
province, according to 
sources. 

The staff at St. John the 
Baptist Anglican Church, 
located across the street 


from the HUF Gym, ex- 
pressed their condolences 
for the sensesless shooting. 

“Today, very close to our 
home, someone lost his life 
due to tragic and senseless 
gun violence,” the church 
said in a statement. “We 
pray for the victim, and 
also for his family as they 
come to terms with his de- 


mise.” 
Peel Police said in a 
statement Wednesday 


evening that they are 
searching for two men 
wearing dark hoodies who 
fled the area.The blue 
Honda Civic, which police 
believe is related to the in- 
cident, was located in the 
Rymal and Tomken Road 
area. 

The Port Credit commin- 
ity was also rocked by news 
of Saturday’s stabbing. Po- 
lice say the incident was 
caused by a domestic argu- 
ment. 


“They were in an inti- 
mate relationship, and we 
are treating this as a do- 
mestic situation,” Peel Po- 
lice spokesperson Danny 
Marttini told reporters at 
the scene on Saturday. 

Ljubanovich, who _at- 
tended Applewood Sec- 
ondary School in south 
Mississauga, was charged 
with second-degree mur- 
der in the death of John- 
son. She made a brief court 
appearance on Saturday. 

Police are continuing to 
search for information re- 
lated to the case, and have 
scheduled an autopsy later 
this week to determine 
Johnson’s exact cause of 
death.

A 26-year-old man is at 
the centre of an investiga- 
tion for numerous offences 
related to forced entry and 
death threats in Brampton, 
21 Division’s Criminal In- 
vestigation Bureau _ said 
Wednesday. 

Investigators from the di- 
vision said that Linval 
Ritchie, of no fixed address, 
is being sought in connec- 
tion with an incident that 


happened Monday in 
Brampton, when he at- 
tempted to force his way 
into a residence after mak- 
ing death threats to several 
people inside. 

Ritchie, who reportedly 
knew the victim of Mon- 
day’s incident, is wanted for 
multiple offenses both prior 
to and during the cincident, 
including break-and-enter, 
uttering threats and as- 
sault, among oth- 
ers. 

Ritchie has ties 
to the cities of 


Welland, Or- 
angeville and 
Brampton, and 


may be evading 
arrest, police 
said.

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U.S. college admissions: We risk a scam on skills when dollars 
trump values

"Cheat on standardized 
tests. Bribe the people 
who decide which stu- 
dents get admitted. All 
the while pretend that 
money was for charity." 

CNN reporter Eric Lev- 
enson succinctly summa- 
rized the U.S. college 
admissions scam which 
broke on Tuesday. 

Fifty well-heeled par- 
ents were arrested and 
charged with bribing 
their kids’ way into top 
colleges, funding more 
than $25 million in jump- 
the-line charity largesse. 

The New York Post 
quotes Rep. Alexandria 
Ocasio-Cortez, who said, 
“Perhaps this is a good 
time to talk about all the 
perfectly legal ways the 
wealthy are both allowed 
and expected to manipu- 
late college-admissions 
systems while teaching 
their children to dispar- 
age ‘affirmative action". 

News about the U.S. 
college admissions scam 
comes at a time when 


Ontario's business lead- 


ers are calling upon gov- 
ernment for action to ad- 
dress the jobs skills gap. 

Increasing economic 
immigration and im- 
proved relevant skills 
training were lead sug- 
gestions put forward by 
Ontario Chamber of 
Commerce in its 2019 
Ontario Economic Re- 
view. 

Soft and social skills 
are paramount to ensure 
a 'fit' in high-immigra- 
tion high-growth popula- 
tions experienced across 
the Greater Toronto Area. 
Employees in the so- 
called STEM sector for 
science, technology, engi- 
neering and math-related 
enterprise have an in- 
creasing need to function 
in a team environment. 

"Do Your Homework" 
was the comparable mes- 
sage brought forward by 
many of the panellists at 
the International 
Women's Day event, 
hosted by the Living Arts 
Centre last Friday.

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Wild turkey in Lorne Park killed 


A wild turkey that has 
been a mainstay of the 
Lorne Park community 
has been cut down in 
the prime of its life. 

The turkey, known by 
the nickname “Clarke”, 
was often glimpsed in 
the south end of the 
city along Lakeshore 
Road, chasing mailmen 


and cars around the 
Lorne Park and Clark- 
son neighborhoods. 

Clarke was struck and 
killed by a passing car 
Monday, said Missis- 
sauga Ward 2 Council- 
lor Karen Ras. 

Despite attempts to 
relocate him, Clarke 
would frequently re-

turn and visit the area 
where he was fed by 
residents and 
passersby, she said. 

“As much as we try to 
live in harmony with 
nature, when we inter- 
fere and feed them 
food, there is no incen- 
tive for them to leave,” 
Ras said, noting that 
such behavior can 
make the fed creatures 
dangerous for other 
animals, drivers and 
postal workers. 

Local resident Kevin 
Sherwin said in a Face- 
book post that he 
thinks a lack of fear of 
cars resulted in his 
death. 

“I remember seeing 
him as I drove by on 
Lakeshore,” said Sher- 
win. “He came right up 
to the car, so I knew he 
had been hand fed and 
wasn't just living off of 
bird food on the ground 
beneath feeders.” 

Residents in the Sil- 
ver Birch and 
Lakeshore area have 
put up signs warning 
pedestrians not to feed 
local animals, said Ras. 
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Police searching for suspect in 
fatal Brampton collision

ABrampton man _ is 
dead after a fatal crash 
that happened Monday 
evening. 

Peel Police’s Major Col- 
lision Bureau is asking 
for public assistance in 
the case, which happened 
around 7 p.m. in the Ken- 
view Boulevard and Finch 
Avenue area. 


23-year-old Pawandeep 
Basra, of Brampton, was 
driving a four-door, blue, 
infinity G35 northbound 
on Finch when he struck 
the side of the curb and 
subsequently collided 
with a hydro pole on the 
side of the road. Basra 
was later pronounced 


dead at a local hospital. 


Police are still unclear 
as to the reasons why 
Basra collided with the 
pole, and are asking resi- 
dents who may have seen 
or heard the incident, or 
have surveillance or 
dashcam footage from 
the collision, to call Peel 
Police at (905) 453-2121, 
ext. 3710. 
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Lumber suppler fined for negligence Suspect sought in failure 
in worker injury case 


A Mississauga-based 
lumber supplier has been 
fined $75,000 for failing 
to negligence in a case in- 
volving a worker suffer- 
ing an injury on the job. 

Argo Lumber Inc., 


which has its head office 
on Airport Road, received 
the fine on Monday in 
provincial court. 


The case in question 
cenres around an inci- 
dent in Sep. 2015 when 


the lumber — supplier, 
which sells products to 
construction projects, 


dispatched a worker to 
deliver large beams of 
lumber on a truck to a 
residential property in 
Vaughan. 


The supplies being de- 
livered included two 28- 
foot-long lumber beams, 
while the bed of the de- 
livery truck was 18 feet 
long. 

As a result, the beams 
were loaded on the top of 
the truck at an angle, on 
top of other pieces of 
lumber, and strapped to 
each other and the bed of 
the truck. 

Upon arriving at the 
residential property, the 
worker climbed onto the 
truck bed, unstrapped the 
beams and attempted to 
push them off the side of 
the truck. 

In the process of doing 
so, the worker lost their 
balance and fell seven- 
and-a-half feet down 
from the truck to the 
driveway, along with the 
two beams. 

As a result, the worker 
suffered critical injuries 
from the fall. 


Upon investigation, the 
Ministry of Labour dis- 
covered that although the 
worker had some train- 
ing on how to deliver 
lumber to construction 
sites and_ residential 
properties, they had not 
been given the appropri- 
ate or adequate instruc- 
tion or information to 
unload beams _ longer 
than 22 feet. 

As a result of this lack 
of knowledge, the worker 
attempted to unload the 
beams by hand, which is 
considered an _ unsafe 
method of unloading. 

Argo Lumber pled 
guilty to failing as an em- 
ployer to provide infor- 
mation, instruction and 
supervision to a worker 
to protect the health or 
safety of a worker, con- 
trary to part of the Occu- 
pational Health and 
Safety Act.

Peel Police are 
searching for a driver 
who seriously injured a 
woman walking across 
a Mississauga street 
earlier this week. 

The Major Collision 
Bureau says the inci- 
dent happened Monday 
evening around 7:05 
p-m. in the Winston 
Churchill Boulevard 
and Bayberry Drive 
area. 

A 51-year-old woman, 
Kidist Teffera, was 
crossing the _ street 
when she was struck 
by a vehicle turning 
left. 

Teffera, a Missis- 
sauga resident, suf- 
fered from multiple 
injuries including frac- 
tured ribs, a spinal in- 
jury, a broken nose and 
a fractured pelvis. 

The vehicle, which is 
believed to be a small 
dark SUV similar to a 
Ford Escape, failed to 


stop or offer assis- 
tance. 

In a statement, Major 
Collision Bureau detec- 
tive-sergeant Gary 
Carty said the police 
are asking residents in 
the area to report any 
vehicles they may have 
seen, with minor front 
end damage seen on 
Monday evening, to re- 
port it to the police. 

Video surveillance in 
the area identified the 
suspect vehicle travel- 
ling north from Aspen 
Avenue to Bayberry 
Drive, then turn right 
onto Bayberry Drive 
and then left onto Win- 
ston Churchill Boule- 
vard where it struck 
Teferra.

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Police urging residents to be mindful 
of credit card scam

Peel Police are warning 
residents to watch out for 
scammers targeting busi- 
nesses in Peel Region via a 
credit card scam. 

The police service said 
Tuesday that it had received 
reports from local busi- 
nesses who have been de- 
frauded by individuals 
posing as representatives 
from credit card companies. 

The scam is conducted 
through email or phone, 
said the police service’s 
fraud bureau, and usually 
asks the target to pick up a 
product. The customer is 
often asked to give out mul- 
tiple credit card numbers in 
the course of the call or 
email conversation, and the 
scammers will try the card 
numbers until successfully 
authorizing one. 

The customer then sends a 
driver to pick up the items, 
either via delivery service or 
classified ads. 

Afterwards, the business 


owner is given word that 
the transaction was fradu- 
lent and has been charged 
back to them for the trans- 
action amount. 

Police are asking business 
owners not to accept credit 
card numbers over the 
phone from a new client 
who hasn’t been dealt with 
in person, do not provide 


different credit card num- 
bers to the same customer if 
a transaction is declined, 
and to examine the credit 
card and delivery person’s 
license when they pick up or 
deliver items.

A statement of defence 
in the Vic Fedeli lawsuit 
has been filed by book 
publisher Optimum Pub- 
lishing. 

In their statement, the 
publisher says that the 
allegations leveled by 
Patrick Brown towards 
the provincial finance 


minister, including 
claims of sexual miscon- 
duct, have not been 
proven in court “or by 
way of a workplace in- 
vestigation.” 

The statement then 
goes on to state that both 
Brown and Optimum 
Publishing verified their 


information via "obtain- 
ing relevant documents 
and speaking with multi- 
ple sources." 

Last year, during a 
launch event for the 
book in question, Take- 
down: The Attempted As- 
sassination of Patrick 
Brown, the Brampton 
Mayor said that the ma- 
terial was researched 
and corroborated 
through more than 1,000 
pages of material, in- 
cluding emails, corre- 
spondence and photos 
obtained from his time 
as leader of the PC Party. 

“Tt’s as factual as it can 
possibly be,” said Brown 
last year, noting that a 
legal team spent several 
months combing 
through the material to 
corroborate the allega- 
tions mentioned in the 
book.

Brampton-based cannabis company gets green light 


for oil production 


A Brampton-based_ con- 
sumer cannabis company 
which launched an online 
storefront earlier this year 
is seeing a lot more green - 
in the form of approval 
from Health Canada to 
begin producing cannabis 
oils. 

Pure Global Cannabis, 
which runs the subsidiary 
PureSince Inc., made the 
announcement late last 
week, announcing that it 
had received confirmation 
from Health Canada in 
preparation to sell 
cannabis oils to the Cana- 
dian market through their 
Brampton facility. 

In a statement, the com- 
pany said it had purchased 
high-throughout CO2 ex- 
traction equipment earlier 
in the year and completed 
construction of extraction 
facilities. As a result, the 
company can now extract 


and process 10 kiograms of 
oil per day. 

Pure Global and 
PureSinse CEO Malay Pan- 
chal said that the company 
is excited about the next 
stages as production sys- 
tems come online, manu- 
facturing of various 
product lines is scaled up 
for Canadian and interna- 
tional markets. 

"Most exciting are the 
lines of CBD-based prod- 
ucts we are looking to de- 
ploy shortly into’ the 
medical, cosmetics, and 
wellness categories, with a 
view to helping meet the 
growing demand in Europe 
and additional countries as 
they come online," added- 
Panchal. 

The announcement 
comes in the wake of the 
recent approval by Bramp- 
ton council to opt-in to al- 
lowing a cannabis store to 


be operated within city 
limits. A location on Main 
St. South just north of 
Steeles Avenue was pro- 
posed as a potential site 
last month. 


The output of oils, cap- 
sules, vape pens, topicals, 
and sublingual-sprays 
through the production fa- 
cility are slated to be sold 
in both domestic and 


global markets. 

The company also ex- 
plained in a recent article 
that formulation, purifica- 
tion, extraction and pack- 
aging are carried out 
in-house to ensure compre- 
hensive mid-process test- 
ing for quality assurance 
purposes. Eight new 
cannabis strains, which in- 
clude high CBD strains, 
will soon become available 
to medical and legal adult 
use consumers through its 
online store and provincial 
retail partners. 

The company is also 
waiting on approval from 
Health Canada for an im- 
proved cultivation infra- 
structure. 

PureSinse’s Brampton fa- 
cility is aiming to be at the 
forefront of cultivation, ex- 
traction and processing for 
cannabis oils, said the com- 
pany’s vice-president of 


production and operations, 
Nader Gheshlaghi. 

"We have built internal 
processes so that the facil- 
ities' staff can be notified 
about any potential con- 
taminants which ensure a 
superior level of product 
quality and consistency," 
said Gheshlaghi, referring 
to auto-notifications about 
air contaminants and other 
potential pollutants that 
can be identified early. 

The company is using the 
Canadian market as a 
springboard to develop and 
manufacture GMP-compli- 
ant premium quality 
cannabis products for in- 
ternational sale and distri- 
bution, with a goal to 
become one of the most 
trusted premium interna- 
tional cannabis’ brands, 
they stated last week. 


Local summer camp dinged for unpaid wages 


The operator of a group 
of summer camps, with 
locations in Brampton and 
Mississauga, was hit with 
a major fine last week 
over a failure to comply 
with a court order to pay 
their employees, in a case 
dating back to 2015. 

Peter David Sinisa 
Sesek, who runs the Won- 
derful Interactive Sum- 
mer Experience (WISE) 
Summer Camp in Missis- 
sauga and Academic 
Montessori in Brampton, 
was ordered to pay a total 
amount of $140,490 by 
the province. 

Sesek, who operates the 
Mississauga business out 
of an office on Burn- 


hamthorpe Road West, 
was originally ordered to 
pay 43 claimants in June 
2017, for amounts dating 
back to the company’s 
2014 operating year. The 
businesses had perma- 
nently closed by the time 
the first trial began. 

The amounts ranged 
from $700 - $12,000 for 
unpaid wages, termina- 
tion pay and holiday pay 
that were owed to council- 
lors and Montessori 
teachers. 

The court levied a fine of 
$20,000 and a 30-day jail 
sentence against Sesek, 
who did not appear in per- 
son at the first trial and 
appealed the conviction. 


In the second _ trial, 
which concluded on Mar. 
5, it was found that Sesek 
continued to be in contra- 
vention of the court order, 
and had not made any 
payments towards the 
order in the past four 
years. 

Sesek was also convicted 
and fined $1,000 under a 
failure to refund charge, 
through the Consumer 
Protection Act, for $3,968 
owing to the parents of 
children who paid to at- 
tend the Montessori 
school, but could not after 
the school closed. 

The combined total of 
wages to be paid, fines, 
refunds and victim sur-

charges amount to over 
$204,000. 

Following the appeal 
and a re-trial, Sesek was 
again ordered to pay 
$127,718 plus an adminis- 
trative fee of $12,771 fora 


total amount payable of 
$140,490 by Justice Diane 
M. McAleer . 

Sesek was fined 
$28,000 plus a 25-per- 
cent victim surcharge. 

The 25-per-cent victim 


fine surcharge is required 
by the Provincial Offences 
Act. The surcharge is 
credited to a_ special 
provincial government 
fund to assist victims of 
crime.

MFES releases new fire safety plan 


Mississauga Fire and 
Emergency Services (MFES) 
has developed a new Fire 
Risk Mitigation Plan for res- 
idents, building owners and 
Managers in more than 
1,890 mid-rise and high-rise 
buildings in Mississauga. 

The plan is a proactive fire 
prevention approach that 
teaches residents how to 
prevent fires and what to do 
when a fire does occur. The 
plan encourages building 
owners and managers to un- 
derstand the requirements 
of the Ontario Fire Code, 
while giving those tools to 
ensure the building meets 
those standards. 

“The plan is to inspect 
every high rise, midrise, 
commercial and industrial 
building in Mississauga ei- 
ther annually or every two 
years depending on risk,” 
says the city’s fire fhief and 
emergency management di- 
rector, Tim Beckett. 

The service conducts in- 
spections based on a com- 
plaint or when requested by 
residents, building owners, 


managers or MFES opera- 
tional staff as legislated. 
This will change with the 
new proactive fire inspec- 
tion program being rolled 
out this year. 

MFES conducted a Com- 
prehensive Risk Assessment 
that identified key risks 
across the city. Each key risk 
was then classified by risk 
level and a risk mitigation 
plan was developed. 

When buildings are in 
compliance of the Fire Code, 
work properly and people 
know what to do to prevent 
fires, the number of building 
fires decreases, said Beckett. 

“While we can’t prevent 
every fire from occurring, 
we can try our best to stop 
them from happening,” he 
explained. “We have fire 
suppression resources 
strategically located across 
the city so we can respond 
quickly to all emergency 
calls.” 

While public education 
and proactive fire inspec- 
tions are the primary focus 
of this plan, fast and reliable 


emergency response is still a 
critical component. 

The plan will complement 
the City’s Crew Fire Safety 
Assessment Program that 
launched in 2018. This pro- 
gram uses on duty fire sup- 
pression crews to conduct 
initial fire safety assess- 
ments to identify any defi- 
ciencies with the top 10 fire 
code requirements including 
fire sprinklers, standpipe 
systems and fire hoses. 

If crews are unable to ob- 
tain compliance or deficien- 
cies pose an immediate risk 
to life safety, a request is 
made for the fire prevention 
unit to conduct a full fire 
safety inspection. 

In a statement, the fire 
service said it has already 
held a number of stake- 
holder information sessions 
for building owners and 
managers.

Bolton auto shop owners give back to community 


Andrea Marshall and her 
husband Jeff purchased the 
Canadian Tire store in Bolton 
three years ago. They recently 
spoke about their business 
journey, how they ended up in 
Caledon and why they chose to 
invest in the iconic Canadian 
franchise. 


Is your Canadian Tire loca- 
tion a typical franchise? 

There’s over 500 stores in 
Canad,a which are all inde- 
pendently owned and operated 
as franchises. You can’t buy the 
store location you want imme- 
diately; it is all facilitated by the 
corporation. They facilitate 
how the store gets transferred 
from owner to owner and we 


own the store from drywall in. 
It’s very competitive. The year 
we applied, there were 1,500 
applicants for 15 stores. 

When you get your first 
store, they tell you where you 
are going. You have to buy it if 
you want in - it doesn’t matter 
where the location is or how it 
performs. 

Our first store was in 
Saskatchewan. We drove out 
there with our dog, in January. 

Do you get to choose how to 
stock the store? 

We buy all the inventory (by 
product number) - the assort- 
ment is uniquely selected for 
the store by the owners based 
on the community you are lo- 
cated in. 


We pick and choose quanti- 
ties and items based on what 
we have learned is desired. 

Here in Bolton, for example, 
we over-index in canning 
goods. We have a huge selec- 
tion because it sells well - 
many of the unique canning 
goods you can find here you 
wouldn’t see in other stores. 

Our last store was in 
Muskoka and we did really well 
in fishing gear - we had the 
biggest marine assortment you 
can have. In this store, we have 
some of those goods, but we are 
much more focused in other 
sporting goods, (such as) soc- 
cer). 

We are very nimble as an en- 
terprise, we can react quickly 


and bring in what people need 
based on what is happening in 
the community. 

How did you get into this 
business? 

Jeff, my husband, was on Bay 
Street and I owned a marketing 
agency. We lived in downtown 
Toronto. I was on the road four 
days a week to Atlanta. We also 
owned a house in Thornbury. 
We just decided we preferred 
living outside of the city, and 
we wanted to find an opportu- 
nity that we could do together. 

How did you end up with this 
store in Bolton? 

We were (in Saskatchewan) 
for four years, then we went to 
Prince Edward County, then 
Muskoka, and then made it 
here. 

Once you own a Store, it’s 
your choice to keep the store or 
put it “back into the pool.” We 
knew we wanted to get back 
into the GTA, that was the end 
goal. We just kept moving and 
making changes until we ended 
up here. It took 14 years, but 
we've landed. This is the size of 
store and community we 
wanted. 

Do you have a relationship 
with the Distribution Centre in 
Bolton? 

Recently, we had a large 
group of investors here. People 
from Corporate brought a 
group to Bolton to tour the new 
distribution centre and then 
brought them here. We partner 
with the DC on community 


events too. It’s a great relation- 
ship. 

What does good customer 
service mean to you? 

We are very focused on giv- 
ing our customers an experi- 
ence that is positive. I like the 
store to be nice and neat. We 
converted the whole store to 
LED - which is great for reduc- 
ing energy costs of course but it 
brightened everything up. 

We advocate for treating peo- 
ple the way you would want to 
be treated. Cultivating cus- 
tomer-focused service takes 
time, but we have a great lead- 
ership team and we’ve invested 
a lot in training. 

It’s about doing what you can 
to create a positive customer 
experience. 

How do you create a positive 
work environment? 

It makes a big difference 
when the owners are in the 
store, I think. Jeff and I are 
family people. We get it, things 
happen. We understand when 
there is a need to deal with 
something at home. We care 
about the people that work 
here - it’s all about the people. 

In our store, we do a lot of 
team building. We have 25 staff 
members that are part of a soc- 
cer team - we play in an indoor 
league in Brampton. 

Often in retail, staff retention 
is a challenge. Are you finding 
that here? 

Corporately there is a very 
meaningful profit-sharing pro- 


gram. Whatever we give to 
staff is matched by the corpo- 
ration and there’s a good bene- 
fit plan, so that helps. We are 
very focused on bringing in 
young people who have a lot of 
drive. We often talk to them 
about how they can grow 
within the store, but we’ve also 
developed people right out of 
the store. 

We encourage people to train 
for their career path, consider 
jobs with corporate or a larger 
role at larger stores. It's okay 
for people to move on. When 
you focus on developing people 
it lifts us all up. 

How important is community 
involvement for you? 

Its huge for us and the corpo- 
ration. We work with Jump 
Start as our main charity. We 
were so thrilled about the 
$1,000,000 donation for Bolton 
Camp - so exciting! 

With Jump Start, every dollar 
raised is matched and goes di- 
rectly back into the community. 
Any child that wants to partici- 
pate in sport can be covered. 
We are also involved in Canada 
Day celebrations, the Santa 
Claus parade and other events. 

Where do you go from here? 

This is the destination store. 
We are very happy and have no 
plans to move from here.

Civil rights activist talks #MeToo during Women’s Day at LAC

A phrase that has shaken 
popular culture to its core is 
not just a women’s move- 
ment - it’s a survival move- 
ment, a prominent civil 
rights activist said Friday 
evening. 

Tarana Burke, the founder 
of the #MeToo movement, 
was in Mississauga for a spe- 
cial conversation at the Liv- 


ing Arts Centre as part of In- 
ternational Women’s Day 
events, and told a packed 
crowd that there is still more 
work to be done for people 
to understand the wide- 
spread nature of sexual 
abuse in modern culture. 
“We’ve seen millions of 
people react to (#MeToo), 
but we don’t see the bodies...

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we're the walking 
wounded,” Burke told the 
crowd, referencing her own 
instances of speaking with 
abuse survivors and ampli- 
fying the movement’s promi- 
nence through major events 
like the Academy Awards. 
Burke, who grew up in 
New York and moved to Ala- 
bama after graduating, faced 


instances of rape and abuse 
during her childhood, and 
has worked to help young 
women in marginalized 
areas through community 
programs and workshops. 

The use of the phrase “Me 
Too” came to prominence in 
2017, after years of being 
used in online conversations 
by Burke, as a shorthand 
hashtag on Twitter when 
abuse allegations were lev- 
eled against former Mira- 
max Films founder Harvey 
Weinstein. 

Since then, the hashtag 
has become widespread, 
being used in multiple cam- 
paigns calling attention to 
abuse and assault, particu- 
larly in the workplace. 

Many people don’t under- 
stand the day-to-day impact 
of sexual violence, Burke 
told federal Minister of 
Women and Gender Equality 
Maryam Monsef, who mod- 
erated the event. 

“We have to shift hearts 


and minds” to understand 
how pervasive that violence 
is, Burke continued. 

Monsef, who had an- 
nounced $100 million in 
funding for women’s and In- 
digenous organizations 
across the country earlier in 
the day, said that conversa- 
tions with female trailblaz- 
ers like Burke were 
important to help survivors 
of abuse and _ assault 
throughout the country. 

“What you’ve done is 
helped amplify what women 
in Canada have been dealing 
with for decades,” Monsef 
said. 

The work associated with 
the movement hasn’t been 
without its challenges, said 
Burke, who said that she has 
been threatened and stalked 
due to her statements. 

She once had to move 
apartments after a stalker 
found her address through a 
Google search, she said. 

Despite her success with 


the movement and_ its 
prominence in culture, she 
explained that there is more 
work to be done, and it 
won't be accomplished only 
through social media. 

“A hashtag is not a move- 
ment,” said Burke. “It’s a sig- 
nal booster. The work is the 
movement.” 

To that end, she said she 
wants to scale up the move- 
ment to international levels 
through advocacy programs, 
as well as host healing cir- 
cles for victims of rape and 
abuse. 

Burke’s words put a pow- 
erful statement on Interna- 
tional Women’s Day, which 
is more important than ever 
in the pursuit of gender 
equality, said Living Arts 
Centre CEO Natalie Lue. 

“Ithought to myself, 
‘Wouldn’t it be nice if we 
didn’t have to fight for gen- 
der equality. But we do,” she 
said.

The young 
players have to live up to the 
promos and then criticism if 
they don’t fulfil the announc- 
ers’ expectations. 

Connor MacDavid, another 
hockey player, came into the 
NHL as a very young player 
and became the captain of his 
team immediately. So many 
waited for him to do his great 
scoring, which he did, but he 
couldn’t do it for the entire 
team. After a few years of 
this, one of the announcers 
said “Maybe we shouldn’t be 
talking about him so much.” 
What a show and tell about 
that announcer. If they don’t 
live up to their scrutiny, then 
they don’t need to mention 
him. 


Hopefully Connor isn’t 
building his life around what 
is being said about him. 

Life is about living and per- 
fecting what we do. It isn’t 
about perfection, but living. 

If we are an athlete, we 
have to train and perform but 
the end result is composed of 
many things surrounding 
that moment in time. How 
many times do we hear about 
the perfect competition and 
in that moment, is there per- 
fection? At other times, it 
can’t be duplicated or some- 
one else comes along and 
they have their moment. 

Perfection isn’t just physi-

A Healthy Heart, Part IV - Losing Weight

Here we go again with one 
of the so called Simple 7 that 
is not so simple - losing 
weight. 

So far, we have looked at 
eating better and getting ac- 
tive, which can help us lose 
weight. Now let's try to tie it 
all together. 

Low-fat, low-carb, keto and 
paleo are only a small sample 
of all the potential types of 
diets for people to lose 
weight. I have looked into 
many of these, and quite 
frankly, I find most of them 
too confusing and really over 
the top. 

A good diet is one that reg- 
ulates or reduces your calorie 
intake and promotes the in- 
take of foods that are good for 
you. Harvard Health recom- 
mends that your diet should 
provide foods that are good 
tasting, healthy choices 
which eliminates few foods 
and won’t require an expen- 
sive or extensive list of gro- 
ceries and supplements. 


To keep it very simple, you 
eat the number of calories re- 
quired to either maintain or 
lose weight, avoid processed 
and junk foods, and maybe 
with the odd treat thrown in. 

A typical Canadian adult 
would require approximately 
2,000 calories to maintain 
their weight. By reducing 
your intake by 500 calories 
per day and not increasing 
your activity level, you should 
lose one pound per week. 

I agree with Harvard 
Health that the Mediter- 
ranean style of eating helps to 
provide the healthy tasty 


choices, minimalizes 
processed foods and is pretty 
simple to follow. 


You can have several servings 
of fruits and vegetables per 
day; whole grain breads and 
cereals; healthy fats from 
nuts, seeds and oils; lean 
poultry from chicken; fish 
and beans; and a limited 
amount of red meat. 

It also endorses a glass or 


two of wine per day. This 
style of eating has been clini- 
cally shown to reduce heart 
disease, diabetes, dementia 
and several other chronic 
conditions. 

Exercise and activity can 
also be very beneficial in the 
quest to lose weight. Ideally, 
an activity level that includes 
cardiovascular, resistance, 
and flexibility exercises is 
best as it also provides other 
benefits besides weight loss. 

Research has now shown 
that the best exercise for 
weight loss is resistance 
training. When someone does 
a cardio workout, which can 
be an hour or more of train- 
ing, your body continues to 
burn calories more than it 
normally does for minutes 
after the workout. 

When somebody does a re- 
sistance or weight training 
activity, your body continues 
to burn more calories than it 
normally does for up to two 
days following the workout. 


To sum this up, in our effort 
to keep things as simple as 
possible, try eating a Mediter- 
ranean-style diet and slightly 
reducing the amount of calo- 
ries you intake. Simply add 
three days of resistance train- 
ing per week to burn off sig- 


nificant calories all week 
long. You will be happy with 
your weight loss in no time.

Standards here in North 
America are regarded as su- 
perior to those in Africa. The 
problem with the plane that 
existed after the first crash 
was due to control issues 
with the positioning of the 
new models engines, which 
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caused the plane’s nose to 
want to rise up on itself, and 
resulted in a system being in- 
stalled that brought the nose 
back down. However, when 
the plane’s auto pilot was 
turned off, the secondary 
nose system was still active, 
causing the pilots to have to 
fight the plane’s electronic 
systems to keep the plane 
aloft. Not fun for the pilots. 

After the first crash, Boeing 
put in place a rigorous re- 
training program to teach pi- 
lots how to deal with the 
problem. 

While we don’t know the

cause of what happened this 
past weekend and why the 
plane went down, the fact is 
it is a new model and a sec- 
ond crash has occurred. 

What should the FCC and 
Canada do with regards to 
this plane? Some counties 
have already grounded this 
model until the root cause 
can be determined. 

We certainly would urge 
caution when you find out 
that you are scheduled to fly 
on one of these models, at 
least until we get word that 


everything is safe. 
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Mosque showrunner to receive Arts Walk of 
Fame star next week 


The creator and pro- 
ducer of a hit television 
show will be honored for 
her accomplishments and 
career during a special 
Arts Walk of Fame cere- 
mony next week at the 
Rose Theatre.

family, is a graduate of 
Fallingdale Elementary 
and Chinguacousy Sec- 
ondary School. 

In her memoir, Nawaz 
explores the struggles of 
fitting in with her class- 
mates as a child of immi- 
grants, and being “the 
only brown girl in [her] 
class.” 

Nawaz is best known as 
the creator of CBC’s Little 
Mosque on the Prairie, 
the world’s first sitcom 
about a Muslim commu- 
nity living in the west. 

The hit show ended in 
2012 after six successful 


seasons and is now 
broadcast in over 60 
countries. Nawaz cur- 


rently hosts CBC News 
Saskatchewan. 
The award ceremony 


will take place at the Rose 
Studio II at 7:30 p.m., 
and will include a screen- 
ing of Little Mosque on 
the Prairie, a reading 
from her memoir, a Q&A 
and her Arts Walk of 
Fame Induction Cere- 
mony and reception.
